RESUME OF E.H.S. 
1944 GRID SEASON 


The Ellendale high school Card- 
inals enjoyed the first undefeated, 
untied football season in the 
school’s history since the fall of 
1938. As a result of this unblem- 
ished season, the Cards have been 
awarded the conference champion- 
ship and are to receive gold foot- 
balls as a reward for their ex- 
cellent exploits on the gridiron. 
The miniature gold footballs are 
to be the gifts of various civic 
clubs of Ellendale. 

Employing the tricky T-forma- 
tion, Coach Slemmons’s charges 
rolled over their five opponents, 
compiling a total of 121 points to 
the opposition’s 14. The Redbirds 
were never behind for a moment 
in a singie engagement. 

The Cardinals’ major offensive 
weapon was their sparkling passing 
attack, which netted the Cards 
many decisive touchdowns through- 
out the season. The passing com- 
bination of Quarterback Monty 
Brouillard to either of the lanky 
ends, Wayne Merrick or Bob Dil- 
lingham, or else to the shifty half- 
back, Gordon Walleen, was un- 
equaled in the conference. How- 
ever, the powerful running attack,

The Ellendale cagers have shown 
that they are strong contenders for 
the conference crown this year. 
They have dropped only one game 
so far, and that was to a fast Ash- 
ley quint. Kulm, LaMoure, Oakes 
and Jamestown have fallen before 
the rangy Cards. 

At the pre-season tournament and 
clinic held at LaMoure on Decem- 
ber 28, Ellendale came out on top 
by downing LaMoure in the after- 
noon and Oakes that night in the 
finals. 

The Cards showed an amazing 
accuracy from the field against La- 
Moure, accumulating 49 points to 
the Loboes’ 25. 

In the evening game with the 
Tornadoes, the Red and Black 
bogged down slightly. Oakes led 
13-8 at the half, but a fast come- 
back in the third stanza put El- 
lendale in front for the remainder 
of the game. The Tornadoes came 
out on the short end of the 27-24 
final score. The Cards had quite 
a little trouble working the ball 
in through a tight Oakes’ defense, 
but the unerring eye of Bob Dil- 
lingham and Wayne Merrick solvecf 
that problem.

Again the Cardinals showed an 
amazing accuracy from the field. 
A tight zone defense temporarily 
bottled the Redbirds in the open- 
ing minutes of play, but they soon 
overcame it and by the first quarter 
didn’t leave any doubt as to the 
outcome of the game, holding a 10-6 
margin and increasing it to 26 to 
8 at the half. 

The Cardinal attack consists main- 
ly of a set offense with the center 
in the hole and the forwards work- 
ing around him. It has been very 
successful under Coach Slemmons’s 
tutelage. Rebounds off the back- 
board are plentiful to the Cardin- 
als, as their forwards, Bob Dilling- 
ham and Wayne Merrick, and their 
center, John Blumer, are all over 
six feet tall and Guard Warren 
Merrick just hits the 72-inch mark. 
The first six men on the squad — 
Dillingham, the Merrick twins, 
Blumer, Slemmons and Brouillard 
—are all potential high-point men, 
which makes it especially hard on 
the opposing teams. They are also 
backed up by dependable men such 
as Gordon Walleen, Duane Mat- 
theis, Darwin Whelan, Norman 
Christensen and Ramon Rime. 

Ellendale hoop fans expect a 
successful season from this year’s 
team, and the Cards are sure to do 
their best to uphold their hopes. 
Conference mentors have put the 
Cardinals on the spot by favoring 
them to win the conference. Al- 
though they are not in the con- 
ference, early season figures hint 
that St. Catherine’s of Valley City 
has a strong team this year and it 
is possible that Ellendale will meet 
this team in the district tournament. 
A game on the 23rd of February 
with St. Catherine’s team will be 
a main attraction on the Ellendale 
home schedule.
